The letter waa not directed to Father 
Killen, but to Hishop Wipgcr. Hut it 
ws» sent to Kather Killen to be read in 
the church, in order that the people of 
the parish might know what the arch- 
bishop had really directed. Father 
Killen said before the mass that he had 
heen forbidden to give the letter out for 
He could only read it at 
o those assembled in the 



The archbishop r informed Hishop 
Wigger that he was displeased that hia 
letter In relation to the church troubles 
at Biiyonnc had remained unopened 
and not acted upon until February IS, 
and that he waa aggrieved that when 
opened 1U condltionao were not de- 
pressed. It was agreed at the confer- 
ence that the sermons at Su Henry's 
and at St Thomaa' should be in Eng- 
lish and that there should be no preach- 
ing in German, since it was stated at 
the conference by the archbishop that 
all members of the parish understood 
English. 

In order that the matter might be 
settled without further ambiguity, the 
archbishop directed that the church of 
St Thomaa should be opened at once. 
The parish shall hereafter be known as 
St Thomaa. The church of St Henry 
may, however, lie maintained, and the 
early mass be said there. The sermon 
must be in English, but after it is fin- 
ished the priest may, if he pleases, give 
a brief summary of his sermon in Ger- 
man for the benefit of persons who 
did not understand English. Hut this 
arrangement is only temporary. The 
principal mass ut 10:30 every Sunday 
must be said in St Thomas' church, and 
the sermon must be in English. No 
German shall be used. The' statue of 
St Thomas, the patron saint of the 
parish, shall be restored to its accus- 
tomed place, and tho pupils of the 
parochial school, which is held in the 
same building, are commanded to visit 
the chapel daily. 

"This letter," the document contin- 
ues, "is to settle the trouble at once 
or.d forever." 

rather Killen said that a copy of 
the letter had been sent to Father 
Ahne, but on Friday Father Ahne went 
to Washington and told Archbishop 
Satolll that it would be impossible to 
restore the paraphernalia of the altar 
of St Tin. mas' church by Sunday.

Toifka, Kan., Feb. 20.— When the 
populist house of the legislature meets 
Monday it will at once enter upon the 
execution of a plan to fortify ita posi- 
tion before the people.

Provisions Read for the First 
Time in Parliament. 

No Power Ovei * .lost or Educa- 
tional Training.

London, Feb. 20.— The material por- 
tions of the Irish home rule bill, read 
for the first time In the house of com- 
mons, are as follows: The legislature 
of Ireland, all of the majesty, the

This legislature Is give 
laws for the peaceful government o 
Ireland In respect to matter exehisivel; 
relating to Ireland. It shall not hav 
power, however, to make laws In re 
spect to the status of the crown or re 
gency, the lord lieutenant and the 
crown representatives, the making of 
peace or war or other relations with 
foreign states, or titles of honor, 
treason, trade, coinage, xsopyrighta and 
patent rights. 

The legislature shall have no power 
to establish any religion or to prejudice 
the right of any child in respect to " 
education. 

The executive power of Ireland shall 
continue to be vested In the queen. The 
lord lieutenant shall be her representa- 
tive and may prorogue 
Irish legislature in her 

There shall lie an executive commit- 
tee of the private council in Ireland to 
advise the Irish government the com- 
mittee to be appointed by the queen, 
and the lord-lieutenant, on the advice 
of the committee, may give or withhold 
the assent of her msjesty to bills passed 
by the Irish legislature. 

The legislative council is SO consist of 
forty-eight councilors, whose term of 
..tllce shall be eight years. Half of 
these shall retire every fourth year, 
their successors to be elected. 

The Irish legislative assembly shall 
consist of members returned by the ex- 
isting parliamentary constituencies of 
Ireland. Their term of ofiice shall be 
five years. 

The bill then refers to the 
taxation and provides for the payment 
out of the royal treasary of any defi- 
ciency. The civil charges of the gov- 
ernment of Ireland shall be borne by 
Ireland, and after fifteen years her lia- 
bilities for a portion of the Imperial 
support may be revived by the house of 



The bill then gives the qualification 
of voters as outlined in Mr. Gladstone's 
speech, limiting the franchise to those 
OWning £M worth of property.

The bill gives the Irish power to make 
laws for local taxation, but appropria-
